12.—Marian Kacz- 
marek, 40-year-old former Polish artillery 
officer, was sentenced to three years’ Lmprison- 
“ment at Manchester today -after being found 
guilty of spying on Britain and the American 
Air Force for a foreign power. 

He was charged with eight counts under 
the British Official Secrets Act. 


The maximum sentence which could have 
been passed was 14 years. 


The Foreign power con- 
cerned was not named in the 
indictment, Dut the prosecution 
alleged that Kaczmarck’s master 
was Major Jullan Kajdy, Assis- 
tant Military: Al(acho at tho 
Pollsh Embassy !n London. 


Kaezmarek was specifically 
recused of obtaining Informa- 
tion prejudicial to the Interests 
of the ‘state, which might be 
“useful directly or Indirectly to 
an encmy".

Adariar, the econo~ 
mie chief of the Indlan Exter- 
nal Affairs Ministry, told the 
Economle Committee of — the 
18-member — United Nations 
Economie and Social Council, at 
“Sis session here: “Our view has 
been that it fs an Intolernblo 
situation: that food surpluscs 
are arising in some parts of the 
world and malnutrition and 
fomlno ore still in 
others.” . 

He moved ao resotution calling 
on tho main, food-producing 
countries “to enter Into bilateral 
arrangements to {facilitate tho 
economical disposal of surplusca 
and to avoid restrictionism Jn 
their’ futuré production of ‘food, 
at Jenst until such time as the 
world’s populntion 1s adcqualcly 
and properly: nourished.”
